Single Early Tulips 

These bloom in late April and early May and are the best 
for solid masses of color in beds which are to be planted in 
annual flowers later on. Single Early Tulips do not grow as tall 
as the Darwins, but are earlier. They offer a wide range of 
brilliant colors as shown in the list of the best named varieties 
below. The asterisk (*) following certain varieties indicates 
those best for indoor forcing. Use good soil or fiber, setting 
the bulbs two or three inches apart, with their tops just show- 
ing above the soil. Keep the pots in a dark, cool, airy place 
for a few weeks until the roots are developed and top growth 
started. They may then be brought into the light and, if 
potted at intervals of ten days, will give a succession of indoor 
bloom through the winter. . t j 

For outdoor planting set the bulbs 3 to 5 inches deep and 
about 5 inches apart and select varieties that will bloom at 
uniform height and at the same time.

Dutch Hyacinths 

For Winter Flowering in the House. Between September and the end of Novem- 
ber plant the bulbs quite close together in potting soil or prepared fiber so that the tops 
just show above the surface. After planting, place in a dark, cool, airy place for six to 
eight weeks. This develops the roots. By taking up the pots at intervals of ten days a 
succession of bloom may be enjoyed. For Growing in Glasses. Set the bulbs so that 
the lower end merely touches the water. Put away in a cool, airy, dark place till^ the 
roots have developed then remove by degrees to full light. For Outdoor Growing. 
Set the bulbs 5 to 6 inches apart and top of bulb 4 inches deep. The time to plant is be- 
tween September and the last of November before the ground is frozen. 

HYACINTHS FOR BEDDING AND FORCING 

These are much used for outdoor bedding, but can also be utilized for forcing pur- 
poses, giving excellent results. We offer only the best grade of stock, true to color and well- 
ripened bulbs.

The bulbs we offer this year are American-grown as our Federal Government has forbidden the importation of Dutch-grown bulbs 
after December 31, 1925. These bulbs are of high quality but may not force indoors as well as Dutch-grown stock. In order to enjoy 
these beautiful flowers in your garden during the coming years, we urge you to make permanent plantings. By placing the bulbs in 
groups in your perennial borders they need not be disturbed. Narcissi are easily grown and with their graceful form and beautiful whites 
and golden yellows will afford real enjoyment in your early spring garden. They bloom over a long period, the earlier ones in late 
March, the later sorts well into May. Plant the bulbs outdoors in the fall, covering with 2 to 3 inches of soil, and from 3 to 6 inches 
apart, based on size of bulb. Narcissi or Daffodils are valuable for indoor winter flowering, grown in pots of soil or fiber. Give same 
culture as described for Single Early Tulips, keeping in the dark for eight to ten weeks. The letters following the varieties below show 
relative earliness, the numerals height in inches; the asterisk (*) indicates those sorts best suited for forcing.

CROCUS 

Crocus, the first flowers of spring, 
cost little, expect little, but give a 
great deal. They may be planted as 
an edging to beds, in careless patches 
in the grass, in masses among trees 
and shrubs or on the slopes of terraces. 
Plant two inches deep and from 1 to 
2 inches apart. To obtain a natural 
effect on the lawn drop the corms by 
handfuls, and plant where they lie. 
In pots, planting 12 to 15 conns in a 
6 or 7-inch pan, they are very beauti- 
ful. After potting, set bulbs in a cool 
cellar and water well for about six 
weeks until they are thoroughly 
rooted. Bring pots to the light and 
warmth gradually. If pots are planted 
at intervals they will bloom in sequence

As the stems are 
slender, with a tendency toward weakness, support the plants with stakes.
